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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-11, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yahr 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,820,290). Yahr discloses in Figures 1-8 an abbreviated condom fitting over 
the penis head comprising elements as recited in these claims including a hood (12) and a band 
(14). Figure 6 illustrating the hood (32) including a projecting nipple (36) which forms an end 
receptacle for collection and retention of ejaculated semen. Yahr discloses the hood and the 
band preferably formed integrally and the embodiments use the preferred a latex or a rubber 
material. 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1, 10, and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Velaquez (U.S. Patent No. 6,699,226). Velaquez discloses a container device for collecting 
semen, the container has an opening that fits over the penis gland, and the opening has an 
adhesive that detachably adheres the device to the penis as illustrating in Figure 3. Figure 3 
further illustrating the container having an inverted nipple. With regards to claims 10, Velaquez 
discloses the container further comprising a band in the form of a zipper.
